A new building,’ three storeys high,

house for the splendid engine and 
boilers, a first class ten-chamber 
brick and conzrete roof drying build- 
ing, new modern kilns, modern fans 
and other appliances make the whole 
outfit most complete. 

The Company have clay enough to 
make about 200,000,000 brick, or 
enough to keep the Company busy 
for from seventecn to twenty years. 

A trestle bridge runs from the hill 
to the mill on which a car runs 
drawn by cable from the upper flat 
and controlled by engine power. The 
car is loaded direct from the clay 
beds and drawn to the upper flat, 
where the clay is dumped into the 
first impostant machine. A track 
way is being cut through the hill, 
and there will be clay enough in this 
cut for this year’s output. In tne 
fall the banks will be thrown dpwn, 
and thus the clay will be allowed to 
weather, allowing early operations in 
the spring. No other yard in Alberta 
is doing this. The clay will always 
be uniform and will allow of the com- 
pany tuiming out a high quality of 
brick. The profits may be a little 
less, Hut the satisfaction will be 
much greater. 

The clay, on reaching the upper 
flat, is dumped into the granulator, 
the largest of its kind in the west, 
with a capacity’of 125,000 brick per 
day of ten hours. ° 

From the granulator or disinteg- 
rator the clay is fed into the pug 
mill, a machine consisting of large 
iron rollers, which must crush every- 
thing that passes through them. 

From the pug mill the pug is fed 
into the brick machine with g capa- 
city of 100,000 per day. 

From the brick machine the pug, 
or élay, is foreed to the cutting 
table, where it is ‘cut into proper 
sizes by a wire cutting mactiine and 
carried along the off bearing table by 
an endless belt, this table being 40 
feet long. Beside this table is g re- 
turn track, on which the cars are 
loaded and returned to the dryers 
which hold 200 cars, each car hold- 
ing 640 brick, making the capacity 
of the dryers 128,000 brick every 36 
hours. The brick are then placed in 
the kilns and returned on the track 
to the brick machine. 

The brick come out of the cham- 
bers dry, the heat being perfectly 
regulated by fans up to 400 faren- 
heit, but any temperature of mois- 
ture or dryness can be secured as 
well as heat by a thorough mining of 
heat from the boilers, there being 
eighty-five hundred feet of piping for 
this purpose. The hot air is forced 
through these pipes by a 180 inch 
disk fan, one of the largest in Cana- 
da. 

There is no waste of broken brick, 
as all waste material is re-ground 
ind passed through into the brick 
machine again by special process. 

The whole plant is the best that 
‘ould be procured on the continent 
of America, and was purchased from 
the American Clay Working Machin- 
‘ry Co., Bueyrus, Ohio, and was in- 
installed by the Cement Builders, 
Limited. 

The power plant is equipped with 
two 150-horse power waterous_ boil- 
ers, and with a 225 horse Melwan 
ngine, and a smaller engine of 25 
‘:orse power from the same firm. 

The company will have a kiln capa- 
city of a million and a hali of brick, 
is four new kilns are being Gonstruct- 
d of the most modern pattern to 
burn coal or wood, and one of the 
old kilns will be used. The battery, 
therefore, consists of five kilns, with 
a capacity of 300,000 each. The new 
silns are being built nearer the rgil- 
way track to facilitate loading on 
ears. 

The same system of time saving 
and labor applies to. the question of 
coal. When coal is unloaded from the 
cars it is carried on the company’s 
own track by the gravity system to 
the part of the yard required for 
consumption, either to the kilns on 
to the engine house. 

The clay from the time it enters 
the building to the time it is placed 
in the kilns, and the entire trackage, 
is oAvered so that the mill can run 
daycin and day out with no stoypage 
hy wet weather.

Registrarship at Barrie In the Lount 
Family That Long 


Samuel Lount, Registrar of Deeds 
for Simcoe County, who died recently 
came from a family that figured large 
ly in the history of that part o 
Ontario since the year 1811, whe 
the late Gabriel Lount, grandfather o 


the deceased, settled just south o 
Holland Landing. Samuel Lount, th 
eldest son and uncle of the late Mr 
Lount did not become a regular Jaré 
surveyor like his father and younge: 
brother, George, but was an exper 
woodsman, ranger and explorer of the 
great northern forests, and as such 
assisted his brother with the survey 
of much of the southern portion o 
the County of Simcoe. In the cours 
of time the elder Samuel Lount be 
came one of the best known men o! 
the country, ultimately, in 1834, be 
ing elected one of the members of 
the Upper Canada Legisiature fo- 
Simcoe County. The part he bore in 
the rebellion of '37 and his subsequent 
execution is famillar to all readers of 
the history of that period. George 
Lount, father of the dead Registrar. 
was born in 1799, and he qualified ae 
a land surveyor. When Simcoe Coun 
ty was erected Into a separate dis 
trict In 1826 George Lount became its 
first registrar. He was the first post- 
master at Holland Landing and con- 
ducted a general trading store. In 
1864 he removed to Barrie, which 
had been made the county town, and 
held the position of Registrar of 
Deeds until] the year 1873, a pericd 
of almost half a century, when he 
resigned, and was immediately suc- 
ceeded by his son, Mr. Samuel Lount 
Thus it will be seen that the position 
has been held by the Lount family 
(father and son) for upwards of 90 
years.

The Control of Insect 
Pests in Canada 


The Division of Entomology of the 
Experimental Farms Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, has recently issued a bulle- 
tin by Dr. C. Gordon Hewitt, Dom- 
inion Entomologist, on “The Con- 
trol of Insect Pests in Canada.” 

An aceount is given of the history 
of the war against insect pests in 
Canada, and the manner in which 
insect pests have invaded the country 
as it has been gradually opened up 
and cultivated. The manner in 
which the Dominion and Provincial 
xovernments are endeavoring by leg- 
islation and other means to prevent 
the introduction of insect pests into 
Canada and the increase and spread 
of these pests already here is des- 
cribed. An interesting summary of 
the various lines of work undertaken 
and carried on by the Division of 
Entomology at Ottawa is given and 
the general public will no doubt) be 
surprised at the many problems 
which come within the scope of the 


Entomologists who are called upon 
to deal with insects in their rela- 


tions to all the varied activities of 
man ; insects affecting farm crops ; 
fruit’ growing, forest and shade 
trees ; insects attacking man’s pos- 
sessions and infesting houses, at- 
tacking domestic animals and finally 


affecting the health of man. All in- 
sects, however, are not iniurious, 
and the work of the Entomologist 


includes bees and bee-keeping and the 
study of paristie and other enemies | 
which may be of assistance in ob- 
taining control of insect pests

Figure Removed From 
Europegn Royalty by Death of 


Jutland’s Monarch Who Adorned 
His Throne in Treble Capasity of 
‘Scholar, Soldier and Philanthrop- 
ist. 


London, May 15.—King Frederick 
VIIL., of Denmark, died suddenly 
this morning, at Hamburg. 

King Frederick suffered a serious 
illness some years ago. While taking 
his customary walk he had a sudden 
seizure and was compelled to return. 
Ho suffered a chill, but the real nat- 
ure of his malady was not diclosed, 
except \that it was announced that 
his symptoms showed a “‘little fever 
arising from slight inflammation of 
the lungs.” 

While he showed rapid recovery he 
suffered a relapse two weeks later, 
and considerable annicty was ex- 
pressed by members of the court as 
to his condition. 

On April 11, the King and Queen 
left Copenhagen for the Riviera. 

PROCLAIMED KING IN 1908. 

Christian’ Frederick was proclaimed 
King of Denmark as Frederick VIII. 
on January 30, 1908, after the death 
of Christian IX., the aged King who 
was dean of the crowned heads of 
Europe, father of King George — of 
Grecee, of the Queen-mother Alexan 
dria of Great Britain, the empress 
dowager of Russia, and grandfather 
of King Haakon VII: of Norway. 

A POPULAR MONARCH. 

King Frederick VITI. was born at 
Copenhagen, June 3, 1843. Tle was 
as popular with the people of Den- 
mark as was his father. 

At the wish of his parents, he was 
brought up, with great: simplicity. 
Frederick saw his younger brother 
and his own’ son become reigning 
monarchs of (Cireeee and Norway, 
respectively, while he himself was 
still an heir apparent. 

NOTED FOT CULTURE. 

King Frederick was noted for hi- 


culture, and potsessed many foreign 
distinctions. While scldom openly 
identifving himself with _ political 
questions he took an active part in 
all public movements. He was a 
long time chancellor of the Copen- 


hagen university and head of th: 
Freemasons of Denmark. He wa: 
well known as a promoter of philan- 
thropic objects. His interest in the 
army, of which he was onve inspec- 
tor, was most keen.

POOL-ROOMS, PRO- 
FANITY AND BOYS. 
Not very long ago we received an 

earnest letter from a highly-esteem- 
ed Christian worker in the Methodist 
Church, telling of a lad— of 
who had learncd to frequent  pool- 
rooms and use tobacco; and asking 
us what was being done in the church 
weneraily to save our boys from these 
and accompanying evils.. 

We have been thinking over the 
matter since and looking around to 
see, as far 
‘imited fashion, what answer 
he given to such a question. 

So far as we can discover, our 
preachers will preach, as of old, that 
our boys should shun temptation of 
all kinds, and gambling, frofanity 
and tobacco are no more spared to- 
day than they were in othet days. 

And in our Sunday Schools we are 
persuaded that the teaching is large- 
ly of the same kind. And in a few 
schools there is the circulation of a 
pledge against these evils, which is 
largely signed by the -younger schol- 
ars at least. And yet cur attention 
has been called to this lad and the 
other, who at sixteen or 
years of age are 
ramble a little, swear a little, and 
smoke a good deal. And yet these 
boys were born in Methodist homes, 
and all their lives have been under 
Methodist influences. 

In a few eases boys’ clubs have 
been establixhcd to try to help mat- 
ters, but unless the most careiul 
supervision is exercised we find that 
Methodist baseball or football or 
other teams are accompanied by both 
tobacco and profanity. 

What shall we do? Ts there any- 
thing to be done which we have not 
yet tried? We do not know of any: 
thing, and we do not look for 
thing. We believe the chief 
of the difficulty lies in the home. 
It is hard to persuade a boy that 
smoking is wrong when father smok- 
es. It is hard to make him under- 
stand that an oath is a sin when 
father swears. The father owes it to 
his boy to live a clean life in every 
sense. 

But that is not enough. The fath- 
er must be interested in his boy, and 
he must take ample time to show 
that interest. It is not any excuse 
to plead a press of business, for a 
few dollars more or less at the end 
of life do not count at all against a 
ruincd child. The father must take 
time to know his boy, and he should 
be a big brother to him. It does 
seems to us one of the most pathetic 
things that a Christian father should 
have to appeal to some other 
to be‘a big brother to his child. 

But suppose the father fails, what 
then?) Then the church must step in 
and somebody must ‘get a grip on 
Harry.” The truth is that 
of our. churches the devil seems to 
be the only one what has any time 
for this work, or any success in it. 
And yet, if we would save the boys, 
we must find time. The method is 
not material; it may be boys’ clubs 
or classes; it may be by inviting the 
boys into the homes 
Boy Scout work ; it may be in some 
other way ;—the way is mot- mater- 
ial, but the work must be done. 

This work ought to be done by 
men, but if the men will not do it, 
only let us see to it that 
by someon, the ‘boys’ are kept 
within the Shepherd's fold. Surely a 
church ought to be able to hold her 
own. children.
